Washington, May 18.—(4)—With 
just one-half of the membership vot- 
ing, thé senate today amended the 
tax reduction bill to provide for open- 
ing of all income tax returns to pub- 
lic inspection hereafter, 27 to 19. 

The action, which came as some- 
what of a surprise, reversed the de- 
cision of congress two years ago to 
§ abolish the law enacted in 1924 which 
permitted publication of the taxes 
paid. 

Senator Norris, republican, Nebras 
ka, -proposed the amendment and it 
went .over at the end of a long day 
of debate with democrats generally 
yoting with the western republican 
independent bloc.

Held at Great Wall. 


Pekin, China, May 18.—(4)—The 
Japanese memorandum handed the 
warring Chinese generals, which in 


effect declares the neutrality of Man-! 


churia under Japanese military pro- 
tection, tonight overshadows all other 
phases of the confused Chinese situa- 
tion, 

Even the anxiety of Pekin and 
Tientsin over the approaching tide of 
civil war, the business-like prepara- 
tions to protect their nationals by the 
foreign military commanders, and the 
position of Japan in Shantung, have 
been virtually forgotten while official 
circles, foreign and Chinese alike, dis- 
cuss the implications of the memoran- 
dum. : 

Fear Is Expressed. 

It is agreed that these are ‘mo- 
mentous, probably more significant 
than any far-eastern development 


Since the great war. Among the high 
Chinese there is a feeling approach- 
ing consternation and the fear is ex- 
pressed that Japan is taking advan- 
tage of war-torn China to establish 
permanently her domination of Man- 
churia and to demand recognitiun of 
it. In many quarters, neither Japa- 
nese nor Chinese, the phrase “Man- 
churian protectorate” is being freely

Dragon Asserts That If

Practically conceding the nomina- 
tion of Governor Al Smith of New 
York for the presidency, Nathan Bed- 
ford Forrest, grand dragon of the Ku 
Klux Klan for the realm of Georgia, 
has addressed a sensational letter to 
all members of the order in this state, 
declaring that the Klan is the only 
existing organization capable of block- 
ing the Smith nomination.

Washington. May 18.—(4)—A par- 
tial and conditional permission was 
given today by the interstate com- 
merce commission for the first impor- 
tant merger of railroads in eastern 
territory which has been undertaken 
since railroad consolidations were au- 
thorized by federal law. 

The decision gave the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad authority to pur-

Louisville, Ky., May 18.—(United 
News.)—Around a muddy oval track 
America’s premier three-year-oid 
thoroughbred horses will race for a 
mile and a quarter Saturday after- 
noon in the fifty-fourth running of 
the Kentucky Derby, blue ribbon turf 
event of this country. 

To the winner will go some $60,000, 
a $5,000 gold vase,-a wreath of flow- 
ers and a place in the turf’s hall of 
fame. 

All hope of a fast track at Churchiil 
Downs was crushed today when a 
steady, drenching rain converted the 
already sloppy track into a morass 
of mud. Next to the inside tracs 
water was standing at least six inches 
deep this afternoon while the outside 
was comparatively firm although slip- 
pery. Not in years has such a soak- 
ing rain descended on the eve of the 
derby. 

Track conditions will be similar to 
those of 1918 when Exterminator 
romped home at long odds in a verita- 
ble sea of mud. 

Despite the rain and weather con- 
ditions, a crowd of approximately SU,- 
000 is expected to witness this year's 
classic. All available hotel space was 
taken tonight and room bureaus estab- 
lished by the chamber of commerce 
were besieged with requests from thou- 
sands for a place to spend the night. 

Two Mayors on Hand. 

The throng which jammed the 
streets of Louisville came from every 
state in the union and frem every 


walk in life. Race track touts rubbed 
elbows with the social elect. Five gov- 
ernors—Governor yrd of Virginia, 
Governor Green of Michigin, Governor 
Small of Illinois, Governor Horton of 
Tennessee, and Governor Sampson of 
Kentucky—are expected to occupy 
boxes in the club.

1- 
happens that the majority of persons 
with cancer are over 40; so are the 
majority of persons with diabetes, 
Bright’s disease (chronic nephritis), 
arteriosclerosis (hardening of ,the art- 
eries), apoplexy (cerebral hemorrhage, 
stroke of paralysis), chronic or slow 
heart muscle failure (myocarditis), 
and I am tempted to add bunions, bald- 
ness and billiousness, but the list is 
ridiculous enough without embellish- 
ment. Instead of congratulating these 
people on their longevity and trying 
to learn how they managed to survive 
middle age under such handicaps, the 
morbid minded doctors undertake to 
account for the phenomenon by the 
hypothesis of “degeneration.” They 
ask us to believe that these diseases 
are “degenerative” diseases, a sort of 
“general breakdown” if you know what 
I mean—I don’t. 

I have been studying this question 
for a quarter of a century and I have 
arrived at a conclusion which does 
not flatter the present regime. I think 
that when a doctor once becomes thor- 
oughly steeped in this notion of “de- 
generation” at middle age as account- 
ing for impairment of health, he is a 
total loss as a practical medical ad- 
viser. He is a pessimist. If your doc- 
tor is a pessimist, take my advice and 
look around for a good cynic to serve 
as your medical attendant. 

Scientists like Carrel, Loeb, Metch- 


nikoff, have proved that human eells: 


and tissues are almost immortal, at 
least they do not break down or die 
without cause.

thorities—who, by the way, are large- :

about.

A little over 20 years ago, when Gans was the reigning lightweight, 


the ring was cluttered up with good lightweights.

weight must make 133 pounds. 


Of course, there are those who can go beyond Gans, but I am con- 
tent to start with the negro lightweight as being the top of the ladder 


from which his successors have made such a long descent.

Startling reversals of form, as they call them on the racetrack. 


My first picture of Gans was in 
that ring pitched in the desert at 
Goldfield, Nevada, when ‘he first met 
Battling Nelson. It developed after- 
ward that even then Gans was suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis. ‘The drying 
out process in that country did not 
help him, and even at the last there 
was a dispute about the business of 
weighing in. Billy Nolan, manager 
of Nelson, insisted that*the men must 
weigh in with their fighting togs, 
which made Gans work all the harder 
to get off that last pound or two. 
Nelson naturally weighed 133 when 
in condition. 

The terms of the fight were a little 
indifinite. It was announced that 
they would start with the idea of 
fighting for 45 rounds. If both ‘men 
were on their feet at the end of that 
period, the understanding was the 
fight was to be continued until the 
fighters, the referee and the customers 
were satisfied. They were to reach 
a decision if it took all week. It 
sounded reasonable enough in those 
days. 

Mandell and McLarnin, who inherit 
this quarrel, are to fight for 15 rounds 
at the Polo Grounds. Looking back 
to the battle at Goldfield, it strikes 
me that Nelson did not lay a glove 
on Gans for that period, and that he 
laid very few on him, except some 
slashes to the body during the infight- 
ing, throughout the entire 40 rounds 
the fight continued. 

In the first few rounds Nelson flew 
at Gans like a little red fury. 
would smile a sorrowful sort of smile 
and glide away flatfooted. He would 
ipick Nelson's wild swings off with 
the ease of somebody sparring with a 
child. 

After the first few rushes Nelson 
lost his head and his temper. He 
spat at Gans and three or four times 
tried to kick him in the shins. But 
the sorrowful smile never left the lips 
of the negro and he glided around 
Nelson so easily that he seemed al-

He was too 
weak to do much toward keeping the 
illusion that he was training for a 
fight with the “hardest nut in the 
business to crack,” as the old an- 
nouncer, Billy Jordan, used to call 
Nelson. 

Before the fight Gans said to some 
of his friends: “Bet all that you have 
that I will last 20 rounds. I can't 
win, but even now nobody in the 
world can stop me inside 20 rounds 
when I make up my mind to last that 
long.”’ 

Gans was brooding over the fact 
that some of his admirers had lost 
their money on him in the cecond 
fight. Dying, and knowing that he 
was dying, he felt that he must make 
restitution. 


He did. His skill carried him 
through the 20 rounds. Then he slid 
out of the corner for the twenty-first 
and at the first rush of Nelson col- 
lapsed from utter weariness. 

The Case of Nelson. 

At this point I might as well catch 
myself before some of the experts 
eheck me up. I am rambling on about 
old fights and fighters to the dispar- 
agement of the fighters of today. ‘The 
limited round system does make a 
difference. 

I will have to admit that if Bat- 
tling Nelson were fighting today he 
might never become a champion. The 
limit in practically all of the states 
is 15 rounds, Recalling most of the 
bouts of Nelson, I will have to admit 
that he could not get started in 15 
rounds. As a mater of fact it took 
him 57 rounds in all to wear down 
Gans. But at that he was about the 
only man who could have done it at 
the time. Anybody but Battling Nel- 
son, in that period, Gans would have 
knocked out, Certainly in those two 
fights he landed enough punches on 
the jaw of Nelson to have knocked 
out the entire lightweight division of 
today. 

But the point is that Nelson. if he 
were fighting today, would be regard- 
ed as merely a catcher. He never 
would have gone beyond the business 
of fighting preliminaries. Nobody 
would have knocked him out, but, on 
the other hand, he never would eat 
a zood boxer decisively.
